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Continuation of 3. Applicant's reply has overcome the following rejection(s): the Rejection under 102 (e) is withdrawn in view of the 
translation. 

Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the arguments are not persuasive. Applicant 
argued that Otsuka et al. does not disclose the step of wet etching the composite structure. However, Adachi et al. teaches using the 
etchant containing hydrochloric acid and acetic acid to etch an InP layer (Table 1, page 1054). In response to applicant's argument that 
the references fail to show certain features of applicant's invention, it is noted that the features upon which applicant relies (i.e., first 
forming the stepped structure and then wet-etching the composite structure) are not recited in the rejected claim(s). Although the claims 
are interpreted in light of the specification, limitations from the specification are not read into the claims. See In re Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 
11 81 . 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993). 
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
